Pair face jail for 'revenge 7 gun attack on rival

TWO men are facing long 
prison sentences for a revenge 
shooting in Haringey which left 
a teenage boy brain-damaged 
and in a coma. 

Denizen Karadag, 20, and 21-year- 
old Jayson Duir-Kota are due back at 
the Old Bailey on April 1 after their 
cases were adjourned last Friday for 
pre-sentence reports. 

Karadag, of Boyton Road, Hornsey, 
and Duir-Kota, of Newland Road, 
Crouch End, were convicted on March 
17 of the attempted murder of the 
18-year-old victim, whom police are 
not naming. 

The teenager was hit in the head by 
one of six shots fired at him and his 
brother in Denmark Road, Turnpike 
Lane, on the afternoon of Tuesday, 
August 30, last year. 

A short time earlier Duir-Kota had 
been in his car at a petrol station in 
Hornsey Lane at the same time as the 


victim, his brother and friends were 
filling up the car they were in. 

One of the friends had a brief con¬ 
versation with Duir-Kota, who then 
contacted Karadag, who had had 
issues with the brothers in the past. 

Karadag headed in their direction 
on his bike, encountering the victim, 
his brother and their friends in Turn¬ 
pike Lane, where there was an abusive 
and aggressive exchange before 
Karadag was chased on foot and 
cycled away. 

The brothers continued their jour¬ 
ney, while Karadag contacted Duir- 
Kota by phone and the pair met up. 

Armed with a gun, they made their 
way to Denmark Road which they 
knew was the brothers’ destination. 

With hoods pulled up to hide their 
identities, they sprayed bullets in the 
direction of the victim and his brother, 
one of which hit the 18-year-old above 
the right eye, passing through his brain 
and lodging inside his head. 

Karadag and Duir-Kota then sped off 
on their bikes. 


Karadag was identified on CCTV as 
the man involved in the earlier alterca¬ 
tion with the brothers and arrested two 
days later, with Duir-Kota also identi¬ 
fied from CCTV footage and subse¬ 
quently arrested. 

Evidence showed the pair had 
rung and texted, or tried to ring each 
other, 30 times in the hours following 
the shooting. 

Although it was not apparent which 
of them pulled the trigger, the jury 
found both equally culpable due to the 
clear element of planning involved. 

Speaking following their conviction, 
Detective Inspector Joe Daly, of 
the Homicide and Major Crime 
Command, said: “Although the vic¬ 
tim’s family remain as positive as 
they can, his injuries are so severe 
he will never fully recover and will 
need round-the-clock care for the rest 
of his life. 

“It is an incredibly sad and needless 
situation and I hope Karadag and Duir- 
Kota feel the burden of their actions 
for a long time to come in prison.”

Cash boost set to 

HARINGEY Council has secured a share of 
£1.7million in government funding to support 
homeless people and rough sleepers. 

Haringey is to receive the money as part of the 
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North London Housing Partnership, which 
also includes local authorities in Islington, 
Barnet, Camden, Westminster and Enfield. 

The Department for Communities and 
Local Government homelessness prevention 
programme aims to develop new 
approaches to tackling homelessness. 

A total of £917,500 has been given 
towards a prevention programme set up in 
key locations across England to help 
households who are considered to be 
vulnerable to homelessness. 

The North London Housing Partnership 
also secured a grant of £390,000 to bolster 
an existing programme to provide more 
emergency accommodation for rough 


sleepers or people at imminent risk of 
sleeping on the streets. 

Separately, the council has also been 
awarded a rough sleeping programme grant 
of £397,875 to support residents who find 
themselves in crisis and on the streets. 

The funding will support projects 
by charities Thames Reach and St Mungo’s. 

The Thames Reach programme will 
encourage voluntary sector and faith-based 
organisations to coordinate to help rough 
sleepers in Haringey. St Mungo’s will lead a 
project to work with mental health, drug 
and alcohol services and North Middlesex 
University Hospital, in Edmonton, to 
support rough sleepers. 


Council prepares 
for Syrian families 

TWO properties in 
Haringey have been 
identified as suitable 
homes for refugee 
families fleeing from 
war in Syria. 

The council has 
informed the Home 
Office and is making 
ready the 
accommodation, 
following a 

commitment last November to resettling ten 
refugee households in the borough. 

The two families will be chosen based on 
their needs and Haringey Council’s ability to 
support them. 

Council leader Claire Kober, pictured 
above , said: “We have been working non-stop 
to make sure Haringey is ready to welcome 
the Syrian refugee families. We are proud to 
be one of the UK’s most diverse boroughs 
and will do all we can to help these refugees 
fleeing war and violence to settle here and 
begin rebuilding their lives.” 

To prepare for the families’ arrival, the 
council has been working with groups 
including Haringey CAB, Haringey Clinical 
Commissioning Group, the Bridge Renewal 
Trust, Muswell Hill Synagogue, Citizens UK, 
Muswell Hill Methodist Church, St Ann’s 
Church, in Tottenham, Wightman Road 
Mosque, Embrace UK, Phoenix Community 
Care and Refugees Welcome Haringey. 

The local authority is still looking for 
landlords willing to rent out property to a 
Syrian refugee at local housing allowance 
rates. If you would like to consider doing so, 
email landlords@haringey.gov.uk or call 020 
8489 4527. Volunteers fluent in Arabic are 
also needed to help the families settle into life 
in the area.

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Tributes are paid to 
Westminster victims

MP David Burrowes has said he is 
“deeply saddened” by the killing of 
Pc Keith Palmer and the “lives lost 
and injured in Westminster Bridge by 
the callous and cowardice terrorist”. 

Speaking to the Advertiser, Mr 
Burrowes told of the moment Khalid 
Masood forced his way into the Par¬ 
liament compound and stabbed Pc 
Palmer before being shot. 

Scores of MPs - including Mr 
Burrowes - were gathered in the 
Palace of Westminster’s cobbled 
forecourt just moments before a 
vote on pensions was due to take 
place last Wednesday. 

The MP for Enfield Southgate said: 
“I heard shots fired and out of the cor¬ 
ner of my eye saw police running. 
They shouted ‘get down’ and I dived 
for cover. I was then led away by 
police into Parliament, to a safe place. 

“Only the following day did I 
appreciate the fear and panic that 
spread across parliament. Staff in 
my office on the third floor of 
Portcullis House had barricaded 
themselves in and hidden, fearing 
terrorists were on the loose. 

“As we move forward and exam¬ 
ine security issues we need to take 
appropriate action to limit the risk of 
future attacks. However, we also 
need to avoid parliament becoming 


an armed fortress and should retain 
its accessibility to the public. 

“I remain deeply saddened by the 
loss of life. Pc Palmer was bravely 
doing his duty and protecting Parlia¬ 
ment. Our prayers go out to all the 
victims and their families.” 

On Thursday, the Union Jack out¬ 
side Enfield police station, in Baker 
Street, was flying at half-mast. 

Masood killed four people and 
injured scores more in an 82-second 
rampage. 

Two Enfield councillors - Yasemin 
Brett, cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity, arts and culture, and Krystle 
Fonyonga, cabinet member of com¬ 
munity safety and public health - 
felt so moved by the horror they 
penned a joint letter to the people of 
Enfield, making clear that Londoners 
are standing firm together against 
threats to society. 


“We live in the greatest city on 
earth and we will not be cowed,” they 
wrote. “We will instead redouble our 
efforts to root out extremism and con¬ 
tinue to celebrate and protect the way 
of life we cherish so dearly. 

“There is no doubt in our mind that 
if it had no been for the bravery of Pc 
Palmer, who sadly died in the line of 
duty, and many other police officers, 
medical personnel and passers-by 
who stopped to help that the death toll 
would have been far worse.” 

Doug Taylor, the leader of the 
council, said: “Our thoughts and 
prayers are with everyone affected 
by the terrorist attack in Westmin¬ 
ster. Hatred has no place in a 
civilised society and we stand in sol¬ 
idarity.” 

Inquests into the deaths of the four 
victims are due to be opened today 
(Wednesday). 
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Restaurant closed 
for three months 

GUN incidents and gang tensions have led to the 
closure of a Turkish restaurant for three months. 

Enfield Police say that assaults and complaints 
sparked action and they obtained a court order 
against the Kanatci restaurant, in Enfield 
Highway, under anti-social behaviour laws. 

In a Facebook posting, police said: “Due to 
the recent levels of crime and risk of harm to 
the public, Kanatci Restaurant, 500-504 Hertford 
Road, has been closed and will remain closed 
for three months in order to safeguard the public. 

“Enfield Police licensing team have conducted 
a number of inspections since December 2016 
and on each occasion the venue was found to be 
breaching licence conditions. 

“Complaints have been received by members 
of the public that the premises were operating 
outside of working hours and there have been a 
number of calls to police to assist with firearms 
incidents, assaults and gang tensions. 

“Pc Staff and Pc Fisher, from the Enfield 
licensing team, attended Highbury Comer 
magistrates’ court and obtained a closure order 
issued under Section 80 of the Anti-Social 
Behaviour, Crime and Policing Act 2014.” 

The restaurant will be closed until June. 


Students attacked 

PUPILS were attacked outside a school’s gates 
last week. 

Police are investigating the incident outside 
Chace community school, in Churchbury Lane, 
Enfield, on Wednesday afternoon. 

A group of youths with no connection to the 
school arrived in cars, or minicabs, according 
to a letter sent to parents by the headteacher 
“before attacking a number of students, in some 
cases using broken glass as a weapon”.

Soccer star officially opens 

new pitch at his old school

FORMER professional footballer 
Michael Duberry was welcomed back 
to his old school to open a new pitch. 

The former Chelsea and Leeds 
United player kicked off by scoring the 
penalty which officially opened the 3G 
pitch at Enfield Grammar School. He 
also held a coaching session for 45 
Year 7 boys, as well as speaking to a 
lower school assembly and taking a 
question and answer session. 

Duberry was a pupil at the school, in 
Enfield Town, between 1987 and 1992. 
The speeches were followed by a 
match between the school’s 1st XI and 
a team of “old boys”, with the school 
team winning 2-1. 

“This is a great day for my old school 
because they, and the local community, 
now have access to top-quality facili¬ 
ties,” said Michael. “I’m quite jealous 
we didn’t have this back when I was 
playing here - it would have saved 
training sessions and matches being 
cancelled. Well done to everyone who 


worked so hard to make this happen.” 

The £1.25million pitch uses innova¬ 
tive technology which supports artifi¬ 
cial blades of grass set in rubber on a 
thin layer of sand. 

It was part-funded by a bequest 
received from Enfield Old Grammar¬ 
ian John Blissett Newman. The school 
also received grants from the Football 
Foundation, the London Marathon 
Trust, the Mayor of London Facilities 
Fund and the school’s trustees. 

Headteacher Christopher Lamb said: 
“It’s such an amazing resource that our 
boys and the community can benefit 
from. On behalf of Enfield Grammar 
School I’d like to thank Michael 
Duberry for officially opening it. I’d 
also like to thank the Premier League 
and the FA for their support in making 
this dream a reality. The pitch will cer¬ 
tainly improve sport, particularly foot¬ 
ball, at grass-root level.” 

Another old boy, Jake Livermore, 
had also been invited to join in the 
grand opening, but was unable to 
attend - he was playing for England in 
Germany the night before. 


Director of sport Mark Alder said 
that the school had a large crop of tal¬ 
ented pupils who aspire to become pro¬ 
fessional footballers due to the 
standards reached by inspirational old 
boys, including Duberry, Livermore 
(West Bromwich Albion, Hull City and 
Spurs), Ryan Mason (Hull, Spurs and 
England), Steve Morison (Millwall and 
Wales), James Dayton (Cheltenham 


Town), Danny Foster (Wycombe Wan¬ 
derers) and Kevin Stewart (Liverpool). 

He added: “Boys are given every 
chance to progress with nearly 120 
games of football being played in a 
season. This year once again the 
school has been very successful win¬ 
ning four borough cup finals, with a 
further four county cup finals to be 
played before Easter.”

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Cocaine smuggler 
gets 18 -year term

A DRUGS kingpin who ran a 
£31 million cocaine smuggling 
racket while in hiding at a 
luxury Spanish villa has been 
jailed for 18 years. 

Paul Monk, 56, spent years 
shipping huge quantities of 
cocaine and cannabis from 
Europe into Britain. 

When he was snared in 2015 
at the villa in Javier, near 
Benidorm, Monk was instruct¬ 
ing workmen as they were lay¬ 
ing marble tiles around his 
swimming pool. 

Monk was caught supplying 
cocaine in Cockfosters a year 
before the full extent of the 
overseas operation unfolded. 

He oversaw the importation of 
997 kilograms of cocaine into 
the UK having evaded justice 
for years after fleeing overseas, 
the Metropolitan Police said. 

He was snared by authorities 
in Spain when they searched a 
house near Alicante last April, 
finding piles of cash hidden in 
pot plants and paperwork out¬ 
lining his illicit operations. 

A fake passport and an imita¬ 
tion gun was also said to have 
been found during the search. 

Police said Monk, of no fixed

abode, was sentenced at the Old 
Bailey on Wednesday last week 
after he pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to supply a quantity of 
class A drugs between January 
1, 2014, and April 15, 2015. 

He was also given a four-year 
prison sentence, to be served 
concurrently, for supplying one 
kilogram of cocaine in Cock¬ 
fosters in May 2013. He had 
pleaded guilty to this charge at 
Kingston Crown Court in 2015. 

Monk had been at large since 
he slipped abroad in December 
2013, despite being required to 
stay in the UK as a condition of 
his release on licence after 
serving half of a nine-year jail 


sentence for importing canna¬ 
bis in 2007. 

A European Arrest warrant 
was issued for him in May 
2014. After being captured by 
Spanish police, he was brought 
back to the UK on May 7,2015, 
and charged with supplying a 
kilogram of cocaine. He was 
charged over his role in the 
supply operation in September 
last year. 

Met detectives established 
that Monk had imported 997 
kilograms of cocaine with a 
value of £31m. 

Detective Sergeant David 
Williams said: “Monk is a 
career criminal who showed a 
disregard for the laws of UK 
after he fled to Spain in 2013 to 
escape justice. He obtained 
false identity documents in 
order to evade authorities while 
he continued to run an interna¬ 
tional drug supply network 
from his home in Spain. 

“Monk has been sentenced to 
a lengthy period in custody and 
I would like to thank the 
Guardia Civil for their co-oper¬ 
ation in the investigation that 
secured this conviction. We will 
continue to work together to 
ensure all the proceeds of 
Monks’s drug trafficking 
empire are confiscated.”

Legal agreement marks next step in creating Trent Park mansion museum

PLANS for a museum at an historic mansion which 
served as a World War II secret listening post 
obtaining vital information from high-ranking Nazi 
prisoners has been bound by legal agreement. 

After three years of negotiations, Trent Park 
Museum Trust has been given full responsibility 
to develop the basement and ground floor of the 
grade II listed building into a museum, outlined in 
a legal document signed by Berkeley Homes 
property developers. 

Chairman of the trust and Cockfosters ward coun¬ 
cillor Jason Charalambous and historian Dr Helen 
Fry signed the agreement with representatives from 
Berkeley Homes on Monday last week. 

Mr Charalambous, who spearheaded the Save 
Trent Park petition in 2014, described it as a “his¬ 
toric milestone” which had brought the reality of 
the museum a step closer. 

A learning centre and museum will be created at 
the mansion on the 50-acre site, off Cockfosters 
Road, to highlight the significance it had as one of 
wartime’s best-kept secret operations. 

The public will have the chance to learn how 
British intelligence officers used covert listening 
devices to find out crucial information and tactics 
from prisoners. 

Visitors will also gain insight into the mansion’s 
earlier history when it was owned by wealthy 
socialites including politician Sir Philip Sassoon. 

“I am so very pleased we have reached this criti¬ 
cal juncture and feel vindicated that the very hard 
work over the past two-and-a-half years has been 
well worth it,” said Mr Charalambous. 

“While some people may have doubted we would 
get this far, our dedicated team and countless sup¬ 
porters made it possible and I am very grateful to all 
those who have stood by us up to now. It is a real 


victory for our community.” The mansion was sold 
by Middlesex University to a Malaysian company 
in 2013 and was resold to Berkeley Homes two 
years later. Berkeley has plans to redevelop the site 
into flats, houses and affordable homes and work is 
expected to start this summer. 

Although Trent Park Museum Trust has not spec¬ 
ified a date when work on the museum will start, it 


is hoped to be up and running in the next few years. 

Mr Charalambous said that the next hurdle would 
be to raise money to fund the work and for the pro¬ 
ject to be passed by Enfield Council at next month’s 
planning committee meeting. 

“We are optimistic that within a few years we will 
be able to cut the ribbon for a new institution that will 
propel Trent Park to national recognition,” he added. 


Operations plan is 
put on hold by CCG 

A HEALTH pressure group is in the pink 
after controversial plans to scrap “non¬ 
urgent” operations have been put on hold. 

The Enfield NHS Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group sparked anger with a document 
that proposed cutting some non-urgent 
treatments to tackle a £7.7million annual 
deficit. It listed ailments including gall¬ 
stones, hernias, knee replacement surgery 
and hearing loss which would no longer be 
available for some patients. 

But following a campaign by Enfield 
Over-5 Os Forum, which slammed the plans 
as “hollow” and “short-sighted”, Enfield 
Council has told the CCG to provide more 
solid evidence and the consultation period 
for the public to comment has been 
extended by a month, until April 30.

A MUM who has spent decades campaigning for 
a full inquiry into the effects of a hormonal preg¬ 
nancy testing drug has appeared in a documen¬ 
tary on Sky TV 

Dubbed the “forgotten Thalidomide”, Primo- 
dos was a drug given to women in the 1960s and 
1970s to establish pregnancy and many believe it 
caused damage and deformity in thousands of 
babies worldwide. 

Miscarriages, cerebral palsy, brain damage and 
children born without limbs were some of the 
alleged side-effects. 

Chris Gooch, 68, of Carnarvon Avenue, 
Enfield, was given the pills in 1970. 

Her daughter Emma, now 45, was born some 
months later with birth defects affecting the 
fingers on both hands and her feet and toes. 

Ms Gooch has spent years lobbying - along 
with hundreds of others - to prove that Primodos 
was responsible. 

Finally, following a six-year long Sky News 
investigation, “shocking” evidence has emerged 
claiming that the controversial drug is linked to 
birth defects. 

Primodos: The Secret Drug Scandal aired on 


Sky Atlantic last Tuesday and again on Sky News 
on Friday. 

Ms Gooch said: “Em hopeful we’re getting 
nearer and nearer to the truth. 

“I have no doubt that Primodos is responsible. 

“Emma’s fingers were affected and her toes, 
and now she suffers chronic backache. She is in 
constant pain. 

“We’ve fought so long for this. We have always 
said we want the truth and we’re not going away.” 

Primodos was a hormone-based medication 
given to women to detect pregnancy between 
1958 and 1961. 

It consisted of two pills that contained high lev¬ 
els of synthetic progesterone, which supposedly 
induced a period to show the woman was not 
pregnant. Women were advised to take the first 
pill and, if they didn’t menstruate, take the sec¬ 
ond one the next day. 

The components were later found to be 13 
times stronger than the morning after pill. 

In 1978, Primodos was discontinued after doc¬ 
tors noticed an increase in the number of 
deformed babies bom to mothers who had been 
on the drug. 

Primodos, which was manufactured by the 
drug company Schering, now Bayer, who con¬ 
tinue to deny it caused deformities in children. 


Cycle campaigners bid to build bridges 


A FLASHMOB of cyclists, children and even 
a golden labrador congregated in Winchmore 
Hill to show their support for businesses. 

Intent on bridging the gulf between 
shopkeepers and cyclists, Better Streets for 
Enfield instigated a shopping spree on 
Saturday, urging members to spend in 
the shops, cafes and restaurants in the area. 

The 20-strong group also handed out cards 
to shopkeepers that read: “We value our 
local businesses and want them to succeed.” 

The show of support was prompted 
following complaints from independent 
businesses along Green Lanes, at Masons 
Corner and the Church Street junction, 
about a drop in income during works to 
install cycle lanes. 

Clare Rogers, Better Streets for Enfield 
spokeswoman, said: “These concerns are 
totally understandable. Roadworks are 
always disruptive, but we’re optimistic that 
the high street will be better for everyone as 
a result. 

“Evidence from all over the world shows 
that cycle lanes have never hurt business, 
even when parking is reduced, and sometimes 
they have a very positive effect on incomes.” 

But Malcolm McGrath, owner of 
Keymakers, in Green Lanes, remained 
cynical. He has had the shop for 32 years and 


said: “Business has been affected. The footfall 
into the shop has been reduced. It’s hard to 
quantify yet, but this has had a severe effect. 
It will render Green Lanes unfit for 
commerce and drive businesses out.” 

Other businesses the group visited included 
La Rocca, Atkinson’s Pharmacy, Autostore, 
Riverside Florists and Lords, finishing with 
lunch in Coffee Break. 

Several councillors joined in, including 
Alan Sitkin, cabinet member for business 
and regeneration, who said: “Changing 
consumer behaviour means that the sector 
is facing very big challenges requiring 
very big changes, and we want to support 
that evolution.” 

The Cycle Enfield proposals across the 
borough will cost about £42million over four 
years and Enfield Council says more cycling 
will cut congestion, improve air quality and 
have health benefits by cutting obesity. 

The Winchmore Hill stretch is due to be 
finished by April and it is estimated that the 
whole of the A105 scheme will be completed 
by September. 

An economic assessment by consultants 
Regeneris predicted a “ten to 15 per cent 
uplift” for local business “in the medium 
term” due to a more attractive shopping 
environment.

Skilled EU nationals are vital part of our workforce

E veryone knows we 
have a housing crisis in 
the UK, particularly in 
London, which has left many 
(particularly younger people) 
unable to afford to buy a home, 
in poor-quality or overcrowded 
accommodation and spending a 
large proportion of their income 
on private sector rents. 

Think tank Green House has 
produced a report ( http://www. 
greenhousethinktank. org/uploads/ 
4/8/3/2/48324387.Zhousingfmal. 
pdf) with the startling conclusion 
that simply increasing the rate of 
building is not the answer. 

Instead it advocates measures 
such as ensuring the existing 
stock is better used, controlling 
rents and increasing the security 
of the private sector, discouraging 
the purchase of housing primarily 
as an investment, reducing 
inequality and providing 
affordable homes. 

It argues that house building 
produces C02, encourages 
growth (why that’s not desirable 
is another argument) and the new 
homes will be snapped up largely 
by the rich and by buy-to-let 
landlords rather than by those 
needing housing. 

One of the key requirements is 
a reduction in inequality, leading 
to a more equitable sharing of 
the housing stock, strengthening 
communities and reducing 
speculation in property. 

Private rents must be controlled, 
with stronger rights for tenants, 
improved energy-efficiency 
standards and longer, more 
secure tenancies. 

It is not possible to compress all 
the arguments of the report into a 
250-word column. I recommend 
readers to read it for themselves. 


THE London Assembly has published 
a comprehensive report - EU 
Migration - detailing the risks facing 
London in terms of a post-Brexit 
immigration policy. 

Twelve per cent of London’s popula¬ 
tion is from EU countries, compared 
to four per cent in the whole of 
the UK. 

About 13 per cent of the five million 
jobs in London - 600,000 jobs - are 
held by workers born in EU countries, 
with certain sectors particularly reliant 
on EU workers. 


UNFORTUNATELY, in his column 
{Advertiser, March 15), councillor 
Terry Neville manages to spectacularly 
misunderstand and misrepresent the 
financial position of the council. 

Mr Neville criticises the Labour 
administration for its record on manag¬ 
ing the borough’s finances to invest in 
the long-term financial future while 
lauding the Tory government. 

This is the same government who, 
let us not forget, has performed 
an abject and humiliating U-turn 
on National Insurance, which will 
cost the country at least £2billion in 
lost revenue.

Jail sentences for 
people smugglers

A MAN and a woman found trying 
to smuggle Albanians in their car 
boot to Britain via the Channel Tun¬ 
nel have been jailed. 

Raymond Angelo Manuel and 
Thi Ngoc Bich Nguyen asked for a 
vehicle with a big boot when they 
hired an Audi for a trip to Calais. 

But they were caught red-handed 
when they returned with two people 
hiding in the boot. 

On March 26, 2015, police in 
Coquelles, France, stopped to ques¬ 
tion Manuel, 29, of Forest Road, 
Edmonton, and Nguyen, 28, of 
Great Cambridge Road, Enfield. 

When questioned they said they 
had travelled as a belated Mother’s 
Day treat for Nguyen. 

However, when officers searched 
the car, they found two men con¬ 
cealed in the boot. 

Manuel and Nguyen were arrested 
and subsequently charged with 
assisting unlawful immigration into 
the UK. 

Inquiries with the car rental com¬ 
pany revealed that Manuel had 
specifically asked for a car with a 
big boot. 

After a trial Nguyen was found 
guilty of the attempted facilitation 
by a jury at Canterbury Crown 
Court on March 16. Manuel had 
pleaded guilty to the offence at an 
earlier hearing.

The duo were sentenced on Friday 
when Manuel was jailed for two 
years and 114 days and Nguyen, 28, 
was jailed for two years. 

The Albanians found in the boot 
were handed over to French police. 

Assistant director David Fair- 
clough, from the immigration 
enforcement team, said: “Despite 
their claims, this was not a 
Mother’s Day treat, it was a criminal 
enterprise. Manuel and Nguyen 
went to Calais with one primary 
objective and that was to fill their 
hire car’s boot not with shopping, 
but with people. 

“The sentences handed out should 
serve as a warning to anyone 
tempted to get involved with this 
kind of criminality. We will catch 
you and put you before the courts. 
We will continue to work closely 
with Border Force colleagues to rig¬ 
orously investigate allegations of 
immigration related criminality.”

Artist Jane’s book draws on 
the time caring for her mum

AN artist has turned her experience of caring for 
her mother into a book to support other people 
looking after elderly relatives. 

Back in 2009, Jane Kerr Wood, who lives in 
The Ridgeway, Enfield, found herself struggling 
to cope with the sadness and isolation that can 
accompany looking after parents with dementia. 

Luckily, she was able to put her expertise as a 
professional illustrator to good use and began 
making notes and drawings as a record of her 
struggle to handle her changing relationship with 
her mum (whom she has chosen not to name). 

“It wasn’t meant to be a book,” said Jane. 
“It was just me trying to get my head around 
the situation.” 

The book, Dementia Diva - tales and tips from 
a survivor, takes the form of a series of cartoons 
and diary entries. 

“Because I’m an artist, I saw things visually,” 
said Jane. “Often I was shocked and upset, but 
then you begin to see the funny aspects.” 

She explained that dementia affects people dif¬ 
ferently. “My mother’s sense of humour devel¬ 
oped more as the dementia progressed,” she said. 
“She didn’t have so much of one before!” 

Fortunately, apart from a brief episode of for¬ 
getfulness, her mother recognised her daughter 
until the end. 

She also knew about the book. “She loved it,” 
remembered Jane. “She really enjoyed it when I 
drew her.” 

Jane included a portrait of her mother in a 
watercolour exhibition, Bodies in Motion, which 
was staged at Forty Hall, in Forty Hill, Enfield, 
in 2010. 

Sadly, Jane’s mother passed away in 2015, 
shortly before her 95th birthday. 

Jane strongly believes that caring support 
can make a big difference to how dementia 
is experienced. 



“Sometimes older people have hearing 
problems that can affect things,” she said. 
“Often I don’t think they are touched enough, or 
receive hugs.” 

With support, some of her mother’s memories 
were recovered with time, she said, although this 
may have been because the onset of the illness 
was late in her life. 

The book is aimed primarily at other carers and 
offers sound advice and coping strategies as well 
as humour. 

These include the importance of self-care for 
carers and the need to treat caring as proper

work. This can make it both less painful and less 
stressful, especially as administration and paper¬ 
work builds up. 

“My mother always was good at giving advice 

- including going into schools to talk to children 

- and I feel that this book is a tribute to her,” 
added Jane. 

“It’s such a catharsis. Everyone sees it as nega¬ 
tive and depressing, but my mother was such a 
happy soul. She was such a lovely person.”

Holding a successful

D ESPITE looking similar to its 
predecessor, the 2017 Mini 
Countryman is an all-new 
vehicle. It’s based on the BMW 
“UKL” platform underpinning the 
BMW XI and 2 Series Active Tourer, 
which Mini already uses on its 
newest-generation Clubman estate. 

This does mean that the Country¬ 
man is dramatically larger than its 
predecessor, packing in an extra 20 
centimetres of length - 7.5cm of it 
between the wheels - and three cen¬ 
timetres of width. It’s a significant 
increase because it moves the Coun¬ 
tryman up into the C-segment, which 
is the broadest and most competitive 
market sector in the UK. 

There are very few badges with as 
long a history and as broad an appeal 
as Mini and if there’s one brand that 
attracts people from all walks of life 
evenly, this is it. 

A significant part of that appeal is 


the way the cars drive - which Mini 
somewhat chintzily refers to as 
“maximum go-kart feel’”- and, 
despite the fact the Countryman is 
the largest Mini ever, it seems to 
translate pretty well to the big 
crossover. The chunky steering wheel 
offers a precise and well-controlled 
action and the size of the car means 
that some of the fidgety nature of the 
smaller hatches is removed. 

On the Cooper S model we tested, 
the interior was a pretty high-quality 
environment, with backlit surfaces, 
leather upholstery and suede on the 
door panels. Mini is aiming for a 
luxury feel to what is ultimately its 
flagship vehicle. 

The extra length in the wheelbase 
liberates a huge amount of interior 
room and, as such, the Countryman is 
now no less practical than any other 
C-segment vehicle, whether hatch¬ 
back or crossover, making it an ideal 
family car. 

Our test car was equipped with the 


192bhp, 2.0-litre petrol engine. Fitted 
with the eight-speed Steptronic 
automatic and A114 four-wheel drive, 
this propels the Countryman to 
60mph in seven seconds, although it 
doesn’t feel anywhere near as quick 
as that even with the vehicle set to 
sport mode. 

On paper, Mini cites a 44.1mpg 
fuel economy figure, but even in 
mixed use and with Green mode 
selected as often as possible, we did¬ 
n’t see much over 30mpg. 

The car can also be specified with 
a lower output 1.5-litre, which with 
136bhp sacrifices 2-2.5 seconds for 
the 60mph sprint depending on gear¬ 
box options, for about a 10% gain in 
fuel economy. A pair of 2.0-litre 
diesel engines is available, with 
150bhp and 190bhp, the latter of 
which rivals the Cooper S for pace, 
but has up to 61.4mpg on paper. A 
hot Cooper JCW model is to follow, 
with a plug-in hybrid Cooper S E 
coming later in 2017. 


The Countryman proves a good 
steer on country roads, whatever the 
drive mode selected. While undeni¬ 
ably a much larger car than before, 
it doesn’t feel like a particularly 
big vehicle when you get it on 
enjoyable roads. 

The steering is well weighted and 
reasonably communicative and, with¬ 
out the fidgeting of the smaller mod¬ 
els, it’s not as tiring to drive either. 
It’s also pretty solid on the motorway, 
although there is a fair amount of 
road noise at higher speeds. With 
park distance control as standard on 
all Countryman models, it’s an easy 
vehicle to manoeuvre, too. 

The starting price for the Country¬ 
man is a reasonable £22,465. 

However, the automatic gearbox 
and the A114 four-wheel-drive sys¬ 
tems are options that will both set 
you back about £1,600 and soon start 
to make the Countryman look a little 
pricey - to say nothing of the other 
optional extras.

WANYAMA PRAISES 
MANAGER’S IMPACT

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR midfielder Victor 
Wanyama has hailed the positive impact that 
manager Mauricio Pochettino has had on his 
career. 

The Kenyan international first worked under 
Pochettino for a year when he joined Southamp¬ 
ton - where the Argentinian was then in charge - 
from Celtic in 2013, and the duo renewed their 
relationship when Wanyama signed for Spurs last 
summer. 

Wanyama has quickly established himself as a 
key figure in the Tottenham side in his holding 
midfield role and is the only player to have started 
all 28 of their Premier League games this season, 
and he feels that a large part of his development 
is due to the influence of Pochettino. 

“I’d never had a manager who wants you to 
improve day by day like he does,” Wanyama said. 
“He works on your weaknesses, he’s a good role 
model and he doesn’t just look at football, but life 
in general. 

“He teaches you about life and how to live with 
people. That was amazing to me. We worked hard 
and, after a while, you could see the difference 
because in the games I felt like they were easier 
and we could run for 100 minutes because we 
were fitter. It worked well for us. 

“I’d played against Spurs a few times before I 
joined and they were a hard team to beat. The 
manager started improving the team and I felt 
this was a club going somewhere. 

“I looked at where the club was heading and 
with the manager I knew I couldn’t go wrong. I 
know he builds for the future and wants to fight 
for everything. I couldn’t resist that.” 

Wanyama added: “Mauricio has improved my 
game in all aspects, everything. It’s not just foot¬ 
ball, in life as well I’ve learned a lot of things. 
He’s been able to teach me a lot inside and out¬ 
side football and how to be humble. 

“I’ve learned a lot of things through him and I 
don’t just see him as a manager, but as a father 
figure.” 


Although Eric Dier and Mousa Dembele have 
been Wanyama’s regular partners in the centre of 
midfield, this season has also seen Harry Winks 
begin to make his mark in the position after 
becoming the latest graduate of Spurs’ academy 
to progress into the first team. 

W ink s’ fine form has seen him force his way 
into the England under-21 side, and he hopes that 


will be able to break into the full England squad 
if he continues to develop at Tottenham. 

He said: “The England under-21 manager [Aidy 
Boothroyd] has told us that there are opportunities 
there. As long as we keep performing for club 
and country and doing well, then the opportunity 
is there to take. 

“With someone like Gareth Southgate in charge 


of England, he likes young players and he’s keen 
to bring us through and give us opportunities. It’s 
down to us really and whether we perform at club 
level to get the call-up. 

“My next step is to take it game by game, 
whether that’s for the under-21s or for Tottenham. 
I’m quite young and all I can do is perform when 
I’m given the opportunities.”
